REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 24-28 are found to be allowable. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The applicant has amended previously allowable dependent claim and has made 
these claims independent. 

4. Specifically the applicant's amendments now require a method of cleaning mold 
using a specific mold cleaning material. The material defined was not found in the prior 
art for use in a process of cleaning mold. Nor would it have been obvious to modify the 
prior art to obtain this specific cleaning material for use in cleaning mold.
